Concerning the law-suit of 

the Swan united electric Light Company limited at London,- 
Plaintiff- against 

the Edison Electri c Light Co. of Europe, limited at New York, 
Defendant,- 

the Department VII of the Imperial Patent-office at its mooting 
of the 24th, of January 1034, composed >f 
Dr. Stuvo, as Chairman, 

Rommel, active member

decided after discussing the matter: to reject the motion of 
plaintiff, annulling completely, or partially the patent Mo. 12174 
“Improvements on electrical lamps” and to charge the plaintiff with 
the cost of said law-suit. 


REASONS. 

To THOMAS Ay EDISON of Menlo Park (New Jersey U.S.A.), 
predecessor in proprietorship, of the defendant, has been granted 
on his application of the 26th, of Nov.1879.- the Gorman State pat¬ 
ent No. 12174 for “Improvements on electrical laiiips" , to be valu¬ 
able from the next day of above date. 

The said patent claims: 

1st. An electrical lamp giving Light by incandescence, whose 
most important part consists of a carbon “filament ( faser.’) of high 
resistance, manufactured as described, and connected with metallic 
wires. 

2nd. A thread or strip of carbon fibre, which is wound in form 
of a spiral in such a manner, that only one part of the surface of 
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this carbon conductor is luminous. 

- 3rd> The above described method of fastening the platinum wires 
to the carbon filament and of carbonizing the whole in a closed 
receptacle, as shown above. 

THE plaintiff principally put the motion to annul 
these three patent claims,- or eventually to reduce them, and to 
give to the claims 1 & 3 combined the following signification: 

“To use for an electrical lamp,- giving Light by incan¬ 
descence- carbon conductors consisting of a composition of Lamp¬ 
black and Tar,- fastened with the same material to platinum con¬ 
tact wires in the operation of carbonizing”. 

THE plaintiff asks to change claim 2, eventually as 

follows: 

“The use of threads or strips of carbon filament manufac¬ 
tured as specified under No.l, and covered with insulating material 
unfit for carbonizing, wound in spiral form, so that only one part 
of the surface of this carbon conductor is luminous". 

THE plaintiff gives the following arguments for his 
motion: for the'preliminary consideration of the now contested 
patent- the most important part of the patent application had been 
refused to the applicant EDISON;- notwithstanding this fact his 
description apparently remained unchanged in the patent certificate 
No.12174. 

p R 0 K this results an unpreciseness concerning the ex¬ 
tent of the patent,- by which the owner now profits to give to said 
patent a much wider interpretation. The defendant claims as the 
object of his patent not the content of his application, but the 
details given in the five first paragraphs of the description of 
the patent, and shown there as inventions. Said details were not 
new at the time of the application for the now 


contested patent,- 
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which fact is shown by the english patents, 
a No. 10919 of the year 13-15 
b No.119 ” " " 1853

T H 13 above mentioned patent a grants to 'Edward A, King 
under the title “Improvements in obtaining Light by electricity”- 
an electrical Lamp, consisting of continuous metallic and carbon 
conductors enclosed in glass globes, in which vacum has been form¬ 
ed, which lamp produces Light by the aid of an electrical current. 
King also uses in his lamp, platinum wire conductors,- and also 
divides electrical Light, as can be soen on page 3, line 34, of the 
english specification:- King describes also on line 15 the use of 
electrical conductors made of leaves (Blattern). 

THE description of the above mentioned patent b shows 
that its ownerchristophor Binks.usad already in tho yean 1353 a 
composition of tar and lampblack for manufacturing carbon conduc¬ 
tors, and that like Edison, he covered copper wires with said com¬ 
position. Further it is shown on page 4, from line 30-32 of said 
description, that the manufacturing of carbon filament from a compo 
sition of tar and lampblack, which Edison pretends to be his in¬ 
vention,- was already known by Binks.- 

In the english Patent No.4026-1878, Lane Fox describes 
his manner of using platinum strips or wires in spiral forms (ealldd 
by Edison also “rolls") and fastening them on both ends to platinum 
wires which are sealed in the glass;- as also tho manner of man¬ 
ufacturing the “vacuum globe”,- as called by Edison.- Lane Fox 
also connected the platinum conductor wires on the outside to oth¬ 
er good conductors.- He gives a very extensive System for division-^' 
of the electric Light, and doscribes in his specification No.1122 
of the year 1879 an electrical lamp showing all the peculiarities 


of the Edison lamp.- 


Concerning the patent claim 2, of the contested patent,- 
the plaintiff proves its nullity from the incomplete description in 
the patent certificate, and from the publication of the above men¬ 
tioned onglish patent No.4626,-1870,- in which is said : 

“When platinum, iridum, iron or other metal is uded, ei¬ 
ther pure or alloyed with some other material or materials and 
either plain or covered with some suitable material, such as pow¬ 
dered asbestos, magnesia or a fibrous substance, I prefer to coil 
a long strip of wire into the form of a spiral, and to attach the 
two ends to platinum wires fixod side by side”.- 

The intention of Lane Fox was therefore like Edison’s to 
get a high resistance in the electrical conductors, in using the 
long spiral;- and to avoid the consequences of an unnecessary great 
loss of heat:- 

Should there be a new invention in Edison’s covering of a 
carbon filament with an insulating material;- in opposition to 
Lane Fox’s using pure or alloyed metals for conductors, it must 
also be stated, that the latter describes also carbon conductors 
in his specification page 2, line 15. 

The patent could therefore not remain in existence,pro¬ 
tecting carbon conductors, covered with an insulating material, or 
protecting the spiral form of the carbon conductor;- it can only 
protoct a carbon conductor of the described material and in connec¬ 
tion with the method of realizing the contact between the platinum 
wires and the carbon conductors in the operation of carbonizing..: 

This restriction has been expressed in the eventually 
proposed form of patont claim 2.- 


T H B defendant opposes the proposed annulment.- 
He first discusses the reasons, which lead to the cancellation 
of the applied for fourth Patent claim of his predecessor EDISON 
and Contradicts giving the contents of his patent a wider interpre¬ 
tation as had been granted to him.- But moreover should that be 
true, there would be no reason to annul the patent;- Ehtering into 
particulars, the defendant disputes, claiming electrical lamps, 
giving light by incandescence, in general- as granted to him by 
patent.- The patent claim No.l understands only an electrical in¬ 
candescent lamp consistingin its principal part of a carbon fila¬ 
ment of high resistance. 

Also he does not claim any “Burner of high resistance" 
but only a burner consisting in a carbon filament of high resis¬ 
tance. 

In the connection “Burner of high resistance* the words 
"of high resistance" would not have any special signification for,- 
as it is well known,- the resistance of a carbon conductor varies 
according to the proportion of its section to its length. 

Furthermore ho does nor claim the use of Platinum wires 
sealed in the glass receiver, and the so established contact of s 
said carbon conductor with the metallic conductor wires, as an in¬ 
dependent element in his patent;- however this disposition is an 
important part in the total invention;- neither does he claim as 
objects of his invention all methodd-;of manufacturing high resist¬ 
ance carbon conductors suitable for lighting purposes by incandes¬ 
cence; but only one specified method of manufacturing them which 
is characterized by making possible any division of the electrical 
current, and allowing the use of any number of lamps in one.circuit 
The defendant gives then a resume concerning the origin of 
EDISON’S invention and discuss the contents and the consequences of 
the respective patent claims. 
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The object of patent claim 1, is an incandescent lamp, 
which consists in its principal part of a <carbo'n filament of high 
resistance,- The spiral or loop form, of the carbon allows enclos¬ 
ing a considerable length of it in a. small elegantly shaped lamp. 
The method of manufacturing the carbon filament consists,-as shown 
in the specification of the patent,- in giving to the material >. j 
before carbonizing, the spiral form;- which is wanted after car¬ 
bonizing, and in carbonizing it in this shape.- There are two in¬ 
dependent methods given for this operation; viz: for the carbon¬ 
izing of a cotton thread, or of any other thin thread of fibrous 
material;- and for the carbonizing of a thin and uniformly rolled 
paste or lamp black and tar; coiled in its required form. 

Patent claim 1, concerns also the connection of the car¬ 
bon conductor to the conductor wires on the outside of the lamp by 
means of thin wires of platinum sealed in the glass.- However these 
platinum wires are no independent part of the invention. 

As plaintiff wants to limit in his motion, as eventually 
proposed,- patent claim l,for using only carbon conductors manufac¬ 
tured from lamp-black and tar;- it may be observed patent claim 1, 
does not cover every carbon conductor, manufactured from lampfblack 
and tar,- but only a. thin rolled one, which is wound before it is 
carbonized in the required form.- In above referred to motion by 
plaintiff,- nothing is said concerning the much more important use 
of vegetable ;fibre for which the paste of lampblack and tar is 
only a substitute. 

Concerning patent claim Mo.2, plaintiff could not dispute 
the originality of the spiral form of carbon filament, manufactured 
in such a way that the inside part of its surface does not radiate. 
The lack of specification of said claim would not be an argument fn 
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for its nullity;- Anyhow a sufficient specification was given in 
the patent certificate. 

Patent claim No.3, concerns the method of attaching the 
material to the platinum wires and of then carbonizing it in a clos 
ed receptacle.- In this succession of operations consists the im¬ 
portant purpose of claim No.3:- This operation permits the further 
treatment of the thin carbon, and has also the effect of exhausting 
the oxygen stored in the pores of the carbon;- which oxygen would 
bo destructive in the vacuum* 

Concerning the english specifications mentioned by the 
plaintiff;- defendant disputes their identity with the contested 
German Patents.- 

The English patent No.10910- 1345 protects on a general 
way an electrical incandescent lamp composed of a thin rod of car¬ 
bon, cut out of gas coal (Retorton kohle), and placed in Torricel¬ 
li’s Vacuum.- The contact with the outside wires is made at one 
end by connecting the carbon rod by ,the means of a clamp screw to a 
Platinum wire, which is sealed in, and passes through the glass, 
the other and is connected with a copper wire immersed below in 
the mercury by the barometer tube.; The mercury and Platinum wire 
ere in their turn connected with the poles of the generator of the 
current.- The difference between this construction and EDISON’S 
consists in the use of a specially prepared carbon filament ,- 
instead of the carbon rod cut out of gas coal,- in establishing the 
vacuum in a. different Way from that employed by Torricelli,- in 
using a. completely closed glass globe, instead of closing glass 
receptacle by mercury;- and in attaching the carbon filament to the 
conductor wires by a joining substance, instead of using clamp 
screws;- There is also a great difference in the division of the 



light;- King connecting several lamps in series, and EDISON con¬ 
necting them in multiple arc. 

Neither can the English patent No.119 of 1Q53 be taken 
into consideration;- It describes electrodes used to produce vol¬ 
taic arc lights, and in particular on form of electrode,consisting 
of a mettallic cors, covered with coal, carbonized tar, lampblack 
etc, EDISON’S patent on the contrary is not relative to voltaic arc 
and does not use metallic conductors, covered with coal.- In de¬ 
scribing in patent No.12174 a method of carbonizing a spiral con¬ 
ductor in employing a spiral of copper sire, it is expressly stated 
that the latter must be removed before finishing the lamp.- 
Tho copper wire is therefore only a tool used in the operation and 
is not patented.- 

The provisional specification of the English patent No. 
4626 14th,Nov. ’78,contains, as does King’s patent,- the descrip¬ 
tion of an electrical incandescent lamp, and of certain apparatus 
used for the division,- the regulation, and the measuring of elec¬ 
trical currents.- The inventor “Lane Pox* uses for lighting pur- 
or iridium 

poses a thin leaf of platinum, or asbestos covered with coal, or 
any other suitable material, attached between 2 platinum wires and 
enclosed in a glass receptacle, which is to be pumped out with a 
small glass tube.- 

He describes further in his specification on one side an 
incandescent lamp with a metallic conductor in a spiral form, and 
on the other side an incandescent lamp with cabbon conductor. 

The first mentioned with the metallic conductor has no connection 
with the EDISON patents;- the carbon incandescent lamp, as described 
by Lane Fox is not identiaal with EDISON’S German patent No.12174, 
as it uses a piece of carbon enclosed in a glass receptacle hermet¬ 
ically closed, and in such a way, that it allows of an easy opening 
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and closing.- An incandescent carbon conductor can only exist a 
few hours in a Vacuum closed in the above mentioned way.- 

This carbon incandescent lamp, being of no practical use, 
its description has not been given in the definitive patent speci¬ 
fication No.4626 14th, 14 May 1879.) There can therefore be no com¬ 
parison between this lamp and EDISON’S carbon incandescent lamp. 

The English patent No. 1122 of 1879 describes a method of 
manufacturing conductors for incandescent lamps from a pulverized 
composition of conductive and non-conductive substances mixed witha 
a fusible cement.- The surface of such conductors must be covered 
with a thin layer of coal, which coal is produced by the composi¬ 
tion of carburetted hydrogen oil (Kohlenwaperstoffol),- and this 
conductor has to be hermetically enclosed in a glass receptacle in 
which the conductor wires have to be introduced also enclosed her¬ 
metically in the glass.- Any remainder of oxygen, carbonic acid 
o t other gases, which could injure the material, has to be pumped 
out.- But for closing the receptacle hermetically and for intro¬ 
ducing the conductor wires heremetically sealed no other method 
then the old and well known one has been given.- There is there¬ 
fore no identity with the German patent No.12174, as this latter 
comprises a. conductor of another construction and employes another 
method of attaching it,- the surface of the carbon is also made 
otherwise than by the decomposition of carburetted hydrogen oil. 

The English patent No.4626- 1878 has no connection with 
claim No.2 of the German patent, for the former,- as already men¬ 
tioned speaks only of pure metallic incandescent conductors,- or 
of metallic conductors covered with non-metallic substances,-or 
of straight carbon rods.- 

Moreover the explanations given by the plaintiff concern- 
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ing the English patent No. 4626 are of no account as it specifies 
forcibly between metallic wires with non-conductive surface, and 
carbon pieces, and only in reference to the former mentions the 
spiral form.- 

During the suit, plaintiff and defendant discussed the 
claims of the contested patent.- 

The plaintiff pretends in contradiction with the defen¬ 
dant; that claim 1, covers also the use of Platinum wire for man¬ 
ufacturing illuminating carbon filament and cites in addition to 
the pamphlets mentioned in his complaint- several other ones, for 
proving the lack of originality in all the methods for producing 
carbon filament given-in the patent certificate No.12174.- He cites 
the paper: "The chemical News" Vol.39 page 168. the English 
patent certificates No. 14198 of 1852 and No.3470 of 1870,- also 
the “Scientific American* of 1878 Vol.40 page 145,- containing a 
description of an alectrical lamp*- whose illuminating parts con-; 
sist of a. vegetable carbon filament manufactured in different ways. 
Plaintiff pretends, that in all these lamps it has naturally been 
the intention of the inventor to make the carbon of as high a. re¬ 
sistance as possible, lane Pox in his patent specification No.4626 
-1870 speaks of a resistance of 300 Ohms.- The connection of the 
lamp in multiple arc for the division of the electrical Light, on 
which defendant places so much importance, has been used with the 
Sawyer— Man lamp, as may bo seen in the above mentioned number of 
the“Scientific American". Concerning Patent claim No.2,- plaintiff 
relates on the English specification No.4388- 1878 of Choate, which 
made known conductors in spiral form for incandescent lamps, and 
remarks that in the Lane Pox patent certificate No. 4626, the par¬ 
tial illuminating of the carbon has also been forseen. Concerning 
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patent claim No.3 plaintiff does not bring anything new. 

The defendant disputes the correctness of the explana¬ 
tions of plaintiff and brings forward that in the mentioned pam¬ 
phlets, as far as they refer to incandescent lamps, they always 
speak of a carbon rod, pencil of carbon or of a thin piece of car¬ 
bon as the luminous portion of the lamp;- but the Characteristic 
of EDISON’S lamp consists just in the use of a carbon filamont or a 
carbon thread.- Plaintiff disputes that the thread form of the car¬ 
bon is covered by claim No. 1,- the expression carbon fiber (Kohlon 
faser) being only relative to the vegetable origen of the carbon. 
However the thread form,is already given in the lamps of Lane Pox, 
and of Swan,- which the plaintiff pretends were already publicly 
known on the. continent before the application for the now contest¬ 
ed patent;- to prove this; the plaintiff produces 2 samples of 
said lamps. 

The defendant disputes the correctness of this claim, and 
also that the above mantioned lamps were manufactured before the 
27th, of Nov.1879. 

Finally the plaintiff moves for changing the patent claims 
eventually as follows: 

“To use for an electrical lamp giving Light by incandes¬ 
cence, carbon conductors in spiral form radiating Light only from 
one part of their surface, and consisting of a mixture of lamp-i; 
black and tar fastened in the operation of carbonizing by the same 
material to conductor wires of platinum."- 

It was to reject the principal as also this eventual mo¬ 
tion of plaintiff, as has been done. The contested patent No.12174' 
protects a determined species of electrical incandescent lamps, 
whose principal peculiarity consists in the use of carbon filament 
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of high resistance for producing Light. Concerning the manufactur¬ 
ing of the carbon fibre, claim, No.l, refers to the patent speci¬ 
fication. In this is described the carbonizing of a cotton fila¬ 
ment, or the manufacturing of another thin carbon thread from fi¬ 
brous material; or the carbonizing of a thin thread of rolled 
paste of lampblack and tar,- in such a manner as to give to the 
material in use before its carbonization, the spiral, or any other 
desired form, which it must retain after carbonizing, and then to 
proceed with the carbonizing. 

Prom this,- two consequences result viz: that the expres¬ 
sion “Carbon Fiber* (Kohlenfaser) as given in the patent certifi¬ 
cate, does not include every coal of vegetable origin; but only 
relates to the peculiarly manufactured and formed carbon thread, 
and again that the use of Platinum wires for lighting material is 
not covered by the patent; as plaintiff eronously supposes. 

Platinum wires as alluded to in the specification of the patent, 
are only used to join the carbon filament with the conductor wires 
on the outside of the glass globe. The peculiar manner of this 
joining is covered by the last words of claim No.l, but the em¬ 
ployment of platinum as lighting material is not covered. 

None of the public pamphlets produced by plaintiff, de¬ 
scribes an incandescent lamp, comprising the just now mentioned 
peculiarities of EDISON’S lamp, especially the use of a carbon fil¬ 
ament for lighting by incandescence,- manufactured in a suitable 
way. 

The fact, that certain elements of EDISON’S lamp, which 
are not,- a® elements- protected by patent, such as the use of 
vegetable carbon as incandescent parts;- the spiral form of the in¬ 
candescent part etc,- and which were known already before the appli 
cation for the patent,- cannot annul the originality of the total 
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construction of the lamp. 

The publication mentioned by plaintiff relating to arc- 
lights cannot be taken into consideration onmaccount of the dif¬ 
ference in principle between the construction and the working of 
arc and incandescent lamps. Should the use of similar elements v ..r 
have been proven for arc lamps,- which is however not the case,- it 
could not influence the patent for incandescent lamps,in its simi¬ 
lar parts. We can therefore not take into consideration the patent 
certificates Ho.119- 1853 (Christopher Binks) and No. 3470 - 1878 
(Harrison).- 

In the former incandescent lamp, King (Patent No. 10919- 
1845) uses as lighting part a Platinum strip;- Lane Fox (Patent No. 
4626- 1878) a platinum or iridium spiral,- or a. mixture of conduc¬ 
tive and non-conductive material (Patent 1122 - 1879).- 
Those patent certificates have therefore no connection with the 
German patent, which uses the carbon filament. 

The lamps of Sawyer - Man (Scientific Ameriaan Vol.40 pg. 
145) and of Roberts (Engl.specification No.14198 - 1852), also 
Harrison’s Arc lamp (Engl.Patent No.3470 - 1878) use vegetable coal 
as incandescent material, but not in the peculiar manufactured 
Thread form, which is the principle of EDISON’S patent,- they use 
them in pencils, rods, thin pieces etc, of carbon. 

Also shows the incandescent lamp produced by plaintiff, 
a relatively thin carbon rod. All these systems of lamps can there 
fore not be identified with EDISON’S patent;- it is therefore not 
necessary to go into particulars, clearing up the question, if said 
lamp was already in public use on the continent (Innlande) before 
the application for the patent, to prove which however, no special 
facts have been given. 
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Concerning patent claim No.2, it must be observed that 
plaintiff is mistaken in supposing that a lack of description is an 
argument for annulling a Patent.- The maintenance of claim No.2 re¬ 
sults from the above explained facts, that the carbon fibre or ra¬ 
ther the carbon thread must be considered as new, notwithstanding 
all the publications produced by plaintiff.- Although “Choate* 
proposes in his patent certificate No.4388 - 1878 the use of the 
spiral form for the incandescent parts,that.fact is unimportant, 
as in Choate's proposition the incandescent part consists of me- 
tallic or half metallic substances and is not manufactured accord¬ 
ing to EDISON'S method. 

Against the originally of Patent claim No.3, Binks pa¬ 
tent No.119 - 1853 is only mentioned, which,- being relative to 
Arc lamps,- can not be taken into consideration.- Besides the rea¬ 
son for covering the metallic conductor with plastic material as 
given by Choate,- differs essentially from claim No.3 of Patent 
No. 12174, - as- Choates proposes his covering for increasing the 
resistance of his metallic conductors used as an electrode, and not 
for establishing connections of his lighting part with the exterior 
conductor wires. 

As the patent must be considered as valid in its whole 
extent, there is no reason whatsoever for considering the eventual 
motions. 

The refusal of the charges made by the plaintiff, con¬ 
demns said plaintiff, as per paragraph 30 of the patent law to the 
charges of the suit.

The Directors herewith present to the Shareholders the accounts fron f he 
formation of the Company to 31st October, 1884. 

It will be seen that the Company has ^15,213 invested and ^551 in cash, 
while the liabilities are moderate. 

The progress of Electric Lighting in the Colonies is very slow, and the amount 
of business which has been done during the year has been small. This partly 
arises from the fact that the Company does not maintain a paid staff or offices 
in the Colonics, lor to employ such a staff would increase the expenditure 
without much chance of bringing a remunerative return. 

The installations now being carried out are the Parliament House, the Post 
Office, the Alburv Station and the Evelegh Station, which the Company's agent in Syd¬ 
ney is carrying out for the New South Wales Government, and the Parliament House 
in Brisbane. The latter installation has been unexpectedly delayed, partly owing to the 
Queensland Government having resolved to erect a new building in which the Electric 
machinery will be placed, and partly owing to the death of the Company’s Electrician, 
Mr. W. J. Snow. The New Zealand Government have paid for the installation in the 
Government Printing Offices at Wellington, but although the light has given unqualified 
satisfaction the Government have not yet seen their way to extend it. The Cape 
Government is increasing the installation in the Parliamentary Buildings in Cape Town, 


and the work is now being carried out by an Electrician sent from England. With a 
• view of keeping down the expenses the Company has only had one paid Electrician— 
Mr. SNOW—in the Colonies, and the Directors regret very much to inform the Share¬ 
holders that Mr. SNOW died in September last, after a very short illness, and while 
engaged in carrying out the largest installation which the Company has yet undertaken. 


At the Special Meetings held in May and June last, the Shareholders 
unanimously approved of the reduction of the shares of the Company from £ 5 , with 
£2 1 os* paid, to £2 10s. fully paid. This reduction is being carried out under the 
Court, but as it involves the necessity of advertising in the various Colonies and India, 
some time must elapse before it can be legally completed. 

At the last meeting of the Shareholders the Directors promised to consider 
how the expenditure of the Company could be diminished, and the advisability of 
reducing the number of Directors. With this end in view, they have made a temporary 
arrangement with the Oriental Telephone Company by which that Company have 
undertaken to provide Offices, and to carry on the Secretarial and other duties of the 
Company, for a moderate annual payment. The Directors hope that the shareholders 
will approve of this arrangement, which effects a large annual saving of expenditure, 
ihrough the resignation of Sir George Warrender, Colonel the Hon. W. Lu Poer 
Trench, Henry Scjilesinger, £sq„ and the I-Ion. W. St. John Brodrick M P 
the number of Directors is reduced to two. By these reductions the total expenditure' 
m England has been brought down to an amount which will be amply covered by 
. the interest receivable on tije Company's Investments. 

The Shareholders are aware of the difficulties which beset Electric Lighting 
in England. India and the Colonies naturally follow the lead of England in such 
matters, and no real and important progress is likely to be made in the Colonies 
unless and until satisfactory progress is attained at home. The Directors think that 
the best course for them to follow is to husband the resources as much as possible 
continue to decline all speculative business, but to avail themselves of any opportunity 
that may offer of forming Companies in India or the Colonies, or of disposing of the 
■ Company's business, should a chance of doing so „„ advantageous terms present itsdf!
